Policy 
Based 
on Might 


Alone Doomed to Failure 
From the Beginning 


Says Dr. Richard Von Kuehl- 


mann, German imperial 
Foreign Secretary 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 23. — "A policy 


based on might alono and not on right 
Is doomed to failurb from the begin- 
ning." was the interesting admission 
made by Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, 
German Imperial foreign secretary, In 
his maiden speech to the main commit- 
tee of tho Reichstag yesterday. 
The 
new secretary, according to a telegram 
from Berlin, dwelt on tho tremendous 
responsibility in assuming office ''wher. 
the country is beset by the mightiest of 
enemies without and grave difficulties 
within." 
Dr. von Kuehlmann laid down the fol- 
lowing program: -'' 
First, the maintenance of cordial re- 
lations with the allies and, second, with 
the neutrals, "whose righs and neces- 
sary conditions of existence we shoulc 
be most careful to respect as far as Is 
compatible with enemy trickery 
anc 
our own military needs.' 
To arrest further defection of im- 
portant neutrals is an extremely ser 
ious and important task confronting u 
said Dr. Kuehlmann, "we 
can 
onl> 
solve It successfully by observing the 
principle that in politics might counts 
but also right and that only if we base 
our conduct on both we can hope to 
achieve lasting results.

Prisoner in Germany, Says 
Mother 


-ought in Trenches in France 


But Unheard of for Past 
Year 


Mr. and Mrs. Henri St. Gelals of 170 


Riverside street, this 
city, are anx- 


ously awaiting news from their son, 
'hllippe at. Gelais, 30 years, who en- 
Isted in the Canadian army some three 
•ears ago, and who has not been heard; 
'rom for the past year. Rather than 
believe that her son was killed while 
in the trenches, the mother thinks he 
was made a prisoner of, war by the 
Germans and is in a position that will 
not permit him to write. 


Philippe St.. Gelais, who was form- 
erly employed in a local mill, left .this 
city shortly 
after the outbreak 
6C. 
the European war and went to Quebec, 
where he enlisted in the first of the 
Canadian volunteer 
regiments organ-, 
ized. -'For a short time he was located! 
u Valcartier, Que., and later was sent 
to England, where for over a year he, 
did shore service. While on duty 
in 
England he was wounded by a bomb 
dropped from a German aeroplane and 
was confined to a hospital for several 
months. 


'A little over a year ago the 'young1 


man was transferred to trench duty In 
France. 
At 
that time •'he wrote a, 
letter to his parents 
Informing .them, 
of his "good luck" as he called it. and 
th.it was the last letter received from 
him. 
His mother 
has 
written him 
several letters, but all have remained 
unanswered and in two instances the 
letters were returned. 


Mrs. St. Gelals. although very anxious 
as to the safety of her son. does not 
believe he was killed, for she says she- 
would have been notified by the'Cana- 
dian government. The Canadian newff- 
papers publish daily 
the list of the 
killed or wounded among those who 
enlisted in Canada, but the name of 
the Lowell boy did not appear in the 
list. 
"I believe he was made a pris- 
oner of war by the Germans." contin- 
ued Mrs. St. Gelais, "and they . w-ill 
not permit him to write. 
I feel that 
some day he will return 
to Lowell, 
however."

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—Charles Sumner 
Bird of Walpole whose support of Oov. 
McCall two years ago contributed large- 
ly to his election over David I. Walsh, 
is out,lor Grafton D. Gushing for gov- 
ernor 'this year. 
Bird is a members of the Cushins 


campaign committee, which 
was 
an- 


nounced by Edward C. Mansfield, the 
Gushing manager, last night. 


The presence of the former progres- 
sive party leader on the Gushing band 
wagon is the big surprise of the cam- 
paign to date. It has been known for 
eome time that Bird's enthusiasm for 
McCall has been waning. The reason 
•which has been assigned for his change 
of heart is his dissatisfaction with Mc- 
Call's lack of aggressiveness on behalf 
of the tour workers' bill in the legisla- 
ture last year and his failure to carry 
through other social welfare measures 
which Bird favors. 
The tour workers' bill, one of Bird's 
hobbies, provided for 
three shifts of 
workers in industries, particularly pa- 
per mills, where work continues day 
and night. It was advocated by Bird 
in his own 
gubernatorial 
campaigns 
and was petitioned for by him before 
the legislature. 
Asked for By Bird 


It was one of the things for which 
Air. Bird asked two years ago, when he 
agreed to support MoCall in return for 
certain social welfare planks in the re- 
publican platform. 
At that time Mc- 
Call was able to get into the platform 
a specific plank calling for a constitu- 
tional convention, as ruqueted by Bird, 
but the only reference 
to 
the 
tour 
•workers' proposition was 
a 
general 
declaration in favor of reasonable hours 
of labor for all workmen. 
Bird was satisfied at the time, and 
openly supported McCall against Walsh. 
The tour workers' bill went into the 
legislature the next year and 
passed 
the house in a form 
satisfactory 
to 
Bird 
It was amended in the senate and 
finally was defeated because of the in- 
ability of the two branches to reconcile 
their differences. 
Advocates 
of 
the 
measure have 
charged that its defeat was due to the 
failure of the governor to urge its pas- 
sage in proper form by the senate, and 
Bird is said to share in this belief. 
While rumors of Bird's dlssatisfac 
tlon have been circulated of late, how- 
ever his appearance as an active work- 
er for Cushins has not been expected. 
Herbert Parker of Lancaster, former 
republican attorney general, is also on 
the list Kiven out last night as the 
make-up of the Cushing campaign com- 
mittee.

States in an effort to secure 
votes for women—they, are still peti- 
tioning. 
On January 10,1317. women 
began 
picketing the democratic party because, 
laving the power, it refused to estab- 
ish a democracy in the United States. 
Votes for men wore secured after five 
years of bloody militancy. 
Will 
the 
democratic party compel women to en- 
gage in picketing until the republican 
party secures control of the national 
government? 
Every voter who reads this is self- 
governing because 
somewhere, some- 


time, someone became militant! 
It is not necessary to neglect any of 
the functions of government in order 
to enfranchise women; congress in- 
dulges in three (3) minute sessions and 
three-day vacations while women lan- 
guish in the work-house because they 
demand the vote. 
The most important subject before 
congress is the federal amendment for 
woman suffrage and should take prece- 
dence over every other measure.

other 
questions are trivial compared 
with the right of 20.000.000 women to 
enter 
the 
ranks 
of 
self-governing 


peoples! 
It would require just forty-five (45) 
minutes to pass the federal amendment 
for woman suffrage.

The statement 
that

shows how blind the writer is to the 
all important issues' of the war. Her 
contention is about as silly as that of 
a little girl who would contend with 
her mother about what dress she would 
wear while the mother was strenuously 
striving to save her from being run 
over by a railroad train. The Sun sup- 
ported the suffrage cause and was glad 
to note its steady 
progress, 
until a 
coterie of political women in Washing- 
ton began to adopt the methods of the

suffragettes.

If they stopped all agitation and of- 
fered their services to the government 
in the war, they would advance the 
suffrage cause as nothing else could, 
whereas by heckling congress and the 
president, they are alienating its best 
friends and supporters and laying the 
foundation of future defeat.

jects In view; 


1—To aid all to preserve their nor- 
mal speech, 


2—To teach lip-reading as rapidly 
as possible in order that self-reliance 
may not be lost. 


3—To educate employers to perceive 


how serviceable lip-reading may prove 
and thus pave the way for the em- 
ployment of the deaf at fair wages. 


4—Where some hearing is retained, 
to endeavor to develop and re-educate 
that hearing in the hope of possible 
recovery. 


6—To give vocational guidance to 


such men as circumstances show may 
work more efficiently in other lines of 
human endeavor than were followed 
prior to their entering military ser- 
vice.

employment. 
'Some men are going anyway. They 
ore being called to the colors, and are 
being used In other work.

They have proved their fitness for the

In Scotland, where

Americans Perish With U- 


Boat in Which They Were 
Made Prisoners 


Warship Beaten Only When 


Shots Gave Out—German 
Praises Americans 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, Aug. 23.—Six 


Americans, taken 
prisoner 
after a 


four-hour running fight with a U-boat, 
in which nearly 500 shots were ex- 
changed, lost their lives a few hours 
ater when the submarine was sunk by 
a converted French cruiser, according 
to one of their companions. - 


The surviving companion was J. H. 


Bruce, third mate of the Campana, a 
Standard Oil tanker, which fought tho 
U-boat. He and 45 others of the. crew, 
including nine naval gunners, arrived 
today at an Atlantic port aboard a 
French passenger 
steamship. 


M. Kolroferis, second engineer of 


the tanker, confirmed Bruce's story.

A. Uartletl who was -reported to have 
arrived off Labrador last night on tho 
steam sealer Neptune with members of 
the MacMillan party, took command 
of the Neptune at St. Johns, N- I1'., on 
June 30 last and. started tho next day 
for Sydney, C. B., where he took on 
eisht tons of supplies for the MacMil- 
lan Arctic expedition, which had beon 
marooned in the far north for nearly 
four years. 'A few days later he left 
Sydney for Etah, Greenland, where th'e 
MacMillan expedition was the.n quar- 
tered. 


Already three attempts lo find tho 


MacMillan party had failed. 
Captain 
Bartlett when he started forth expect- 
ed to return by early autumn. 


The MacMillan party left New Tork 
.n July 2, 1913, on the sealer "Diana. 
Tho American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, the American Geographical so- 
ciety and the University of Illinois con- 
tributed to the expedition. With Don- 
ald B. MacMillan, who was in com- 
mand, went Ensign Fitzhugh Green, 
U.S.N.. engineer and physicist; W. El- 
mer Ekblaw, r>r. Harrison J. Hunt, 
surgeon; Jerome L. Allen, wireless op- 
erator and Dr. Maurice • C. Tanquary. 
Ensign Green, Dr. Tanquary and Mr. 
Allen previously had returned to the 
United States. 
The expedition was unfortunate from 


the start. 
"Within a month the Diana 


was wrecked on the rocks off Barge 
Point, Labrador, and the whole party, 
with supplies was transferred to the 
Erik. 
On July 31 a start was again 


made for the north. After many hard- 
ships and adventures the party reached 
Cape York and several months later 
established itself at Etah. 
Early in 1915 MacMillan made a 


journey to Ellesmere Land, as far 
north as Cape Thomas Hubbard, but 
failed to find Crocker Land. 
In the 


summer of 1915 the George B. Cluett 
expedition, led ' by Dr. Edmund Otic 
Hovey, left to carry aid to MacMillan. 
This party was trapped in the ice. of 
Melville bay. 
Hovey finally contrived 


to reach four members of MacMHlan's 
party and in January, 
1918. lacking 


provisions, started back over the ice 
in an effort to send word for another 
ship. 


Knsign Green and Dr. Hovey reached 
civilization and in response to 
their 


appeal the Denmark was despatched 
to Etah. She stuck in the Ice off North 
Star bay. 


On June 5. 1017, the American :a» 
seum of Natural History received word 
from MacMillan at Etah. It was car- 
ried out by Dr. Hunt In a 1500-mile 
dash over the treacherous ice of Mel- 
ville bay to Holstenberg from which 
place a steamer carried it to Copen- 
hagen. 


MacMillan's cable informed the au- 
thorities of the museum that the ex- 
pedition was 
comfortably 
quartered 


with plenty of fuel and food to last 
until Aug. 1. 1017.
